Volunteers Complete 59 Years 
Publishing Greenbelt’s Newspaper 


Small, yes. Amateurish— 
well that’s a matter of opinion. 
Old-fashioned—sure, if by that 
is meant dedication to facts, an 
avoidance of sensationalism, 
and a certain concern for the 
feelings of our citizens in their 
times of trouble. Sometimes 
warmly supported and some- 
times vehemently attacked, but 
always central to the life of the 
community. We're talking, of 
course, about the Greenbelt 
News Review, which is now 
completing its 59th year of con- 
tinuous publication. 

The paper is unique—the 
longest-running, all-volunteer, 
co-operative weekly newspaper 
in the United States—and has 
been featured in numerous 
books and television programs, 
as well as graduate theses and 
other student papers. on 
Greenbelt, planned towns, and 
the cooperative movement. 
Some of these researchers have 
focused on the paper’s four- 
year, David-and-Goliath struggle 
against a $2,000,000 libel suit 
in which the paper was finally 


vindicated by the U.S. Supreme. 


Court in 1970. The News Re- 
view decision struck a blow for 
freedom of the press, and the 
case is still studied and quoted 
as a significant legal precedent. 

In a town of many co-ops, 
the News Review is the oldest. 
Originally a letter-sized mimeo- 
graphed publication consisting 
of 16 pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, the paper 


began publication on November 
24, 1937—six weeks after the 
first families had occupied their 
homes. 

For those who have won- 
dered how the paper gets out 
each week, the staff is largely 
volunteer (or, at least, mini- 
mally paid) and, in the 
Greenbelt tradition, organized 
as a labor co-operative. The 
paper is unconnected with the 
city government, the other co- 
operatives in the city, or with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. The pa- 
per gratefully accepts support 
from any segment of the com- 
munity—from the city in the 
form of advertising and in 
housing for its operation; the 
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Original typewriters from the old News Review office on Park- 


Co-op grocery and GHI in cor- 
porate ads; and from the citi- 
zens when the financial pinch 
gets too tight. However, it is 
essentially self-supporting. 

The paper lives by its adver- 
tising revenues, which cover all 
normal operations. 

History 

The early pioneers recog- 
nized the immediate need for a 
news medium to keep people 
informed of local events and to 
provide a forum for the ex- 
change of views. They laid 
down the principles that still 
guide the actions of the present 
News Review—a non-partisan, 
non-profit cooperative endeavor,

Council Votes to Limit 
Private Use of City Logo

A regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council was 
held on November 12. Busi- 
ness items on the agenda in- 
cluded a review and minor 
change in the city’s policy on 
the use of the city logo, the ap- 
proval of the Greenbelt Volun- 
teer Fire and Rescue Squad’s 
lease on the fire station, and the 
appointing of members to the 

citizens advisory committees. 

— City Logo 

City staff recommended that 
council adopt a proposed policy 
for use of the city’s logo by or- 
ganizations outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the city. Organizations 
would have to seek permission 
from the city to use the logo. 
Council would only consider 
granting permission for use of 
the logo by individu- 
non-profit 
izations 
benefit 
commu- 






nity and are based in 
Greenbelt. 

The activity for which the 
logo is to be used must have a 
clear public purpose or prove 
a significant benefit to an or- 
ganization which contributes 
to the quality of life in 
Greenbelt. Permission to use 
the logo would be limited to 
a particular event or promo- 
tion, Granting permission 
once does not imply that an 
individual or organization can 
use the logo again in the fu- 
ture. A separate request must 
be made before granting an- 
other permission for the 
logo’s use. Council reserved 
the right to deny any request to 
use the logo for any reason. 

Fire Station Lease 

Council discussed and ap- 
proved a new lease for the fire 
station used by the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad (GVFDRS). The 
most recent lease expired in 
March, 1995. It was originally 
thought that the GVFDRS 
would request certain changes 
to the standard lease in an ef- 
fort to allow bingo games in

the building. However, the 
GVFDRS withdrew its request. 
The new lease was approved 
from November 1, 1996 through 
October 31, 1998. 

Legislation 

Legislative action included fi- 
nal passage of a resolution to 
amend the city charter by re- 
pealing and reenacting with 
Amendments, Section 22, Title 
“Electioneering.” The charter 
amendment will change the lan- 
guage regarding electioneering 
to make it consistent with what 
council intended in passing a 
1991 ordinance prohibiting elec- 
tioneering within 300 feet of a 
polling place for city elections. 
The modification clarifies this 
language. 

Another approved election 
recommendation was to estab- 
lish procedures for voting by 
emergency absentee ballot. 
The ordinance will allow vot- 
ing by emergency absentee 
ballot between noon On the 
day before a city election and 
up to two hours before polls 
close. This ordinance re- 
ceived a second reading and fi

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A Week Is Suggested

A report from the Recycling 
Advisory Committee recommend- 
ing that city trash collection be 
reduced to once per week was re- 
ceived by the Greenbelt City 
Council at its November 12 regu- 
lar meeting. The report will be 
discussed at a December 2 
worksession. The committee rec- 
ommends the change to once-a- 
week collections so that city trash 
crews could use the remaining 
days to collect recyclables, per- 
mitting the city to shed the 
$56,700 cost of the recycling col- 
lection contract, when it expires. 
To make this work, the commit- 
tee calls for curbside, instead of 
backyard collection for all resi- 
dences other than Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) townhouses. 
GHI would continue to be picked 
up at the service side. 

To make once per week col- 
lection feasible, the committee 
recommends that the city provide 
tightly covered wheeled contain- 
ers to non-GHI residents, to “take 
care of the possibility of odors, 
insect and rodent infestation, 
health hazards and unsightly 
curbside mess...Also the wheels 


~ will reduce the effort of curbside 


set-outs.” The committee also 
recommended making tightly cov- 
ered containers without wheels 
available to GHI residents upon 
request. In addition, the commit- 
tee recommends that the city 
guarantee once per week collec- 
tion, with replacement days 
scheduled for collections canceled 
due to holidays or snow days. 

Special provisions would be 
made, as needed, for handicapped 
or senior residents who cannot 
physically take their trash to the 
curb. 

Part of the drive behind the 
committee’s recommendations is 
financial. In FY96 (which ended 


last June) the county government 
reduced the city’s “landfill re- 
bate” by nearly $100,000 and in- 
troduced new fees for recycling 
services. At that time, the city 
took over collection § of 
recyclables using a private con- 
tractor. These changes were ex- 
acerbated by significant drops in 
the prices received for 
recyclables. The combined trash 
and recycling budgets (which in- 
clude the drop-off center) lost 
$14,000 in FY96 and are pro- 
jected to lose $26,700 in FY97, 
despite increased refuse collection 
and recycling fees. The commit- 
tee says that the loss may be 
higher, as the city is unlikely to 
receive $12,500 from the sale of 
recyclables as projected in the 
budget. Before making these rec- 
ommendations, the committee re- 
turned their surveys, with the 
highest response rate (62%) from 
Lakewood with Woodland Hills 
(61%) and Lakeside (57%) close 
behind. GHI had the lowest re- 
sponse rate with just 24% re- 
sponding. The committee consid- 
ered the responses of GHI resi- 


dents separately from those from 


Boxwood, Lakewood, Belle 
Point, Lakeside, Woodland Hills 
and Greenbelt East. Both groups 
overwhelmingly approved of cut- 
ting refuse collection to once per 
week, if the city collected 
recyclables (75% non-GHI, 73% 
GHI). Curbside collection was 
narrowly favored by non-GHI 
residents (51% supported) but 
overwhelmingly opposed by GHI 
residents (77% opposed). Resi- 
dents were pleased with the city’s” 
recycling programs, including 
curbside collection by the con- 
tractor and the drop-off center, 
with 89% of non-GHI residents 
and 88% of GHI residents ex- 
pressing satisfaction. 


City Council Studies 
Traffic Calming

Instead of seeing new speed 
bumps to - slow _ traffic, 
Greenbelters may see speed 
humps instead. 

At a work session last Thurs- 
day, city council listened to Terri 
Hruby and Celia Wilson of the 
Department of Planning and 
Community Development de- 
scribe traffic calming devices. 
They showed slides showing dif- 
ferent devices, such as humps, 
edgelines, chokers, roundabouts 
and raised islands. Among oth- 
ers, slides showed shots of traffic 
calming devices in College Park 
and communities in Howard and 
Anne Arundel counties. 

Hruby explained there were 
passive and active techniques. 
Passive techniques, unlike active 
techniques, did not include physi- 
cal violation of the roadway. 

Humps, chokers, traffic is- 
lands, circles and roundabouts are 


examples of active techniques. 


Humps have a flat top, and are 


as se ee sw ee Ss 


usually 12 feet long and three 
feet high. They are designed to 
be easier on cars and allow traf- 
fic to flow within speed limits. At 
crosswalks, chokers narrow the 
roadway. They minimize the dis- 
tance pedestrians travel and re- 
duce traffic, Hruby said. Raised 
islands are anchored into the 

pavement.

Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper 
was the decision to deliver the 
Cooperator free of charge to 
every home in town, beginning 
with the issue of September 7,

to a subscription basis in 1953. 
Successive boards of directors 
have considered that the most 
important thing is to get the 
paper to each household in the 
city.

Record Turn-out Elects Democrats

Greenbelt voters turned out 
at the polls on November 5 in 
record numbers to help elect 
Democratic candidates. In 
Greenbelt, Democratic voters 
outnumbered Republicans by 
about three to one. Even 
though it was not a presidential 
election year, the 433 voters 
represented about two-thirds of 
the eligible voters, according to 
election officer James Wolfe, 
who estimated that of the 750 
registered voters, 150 were 
“dead wood,” i.e. persons who

On a beautiful, sunny day in 
mid-November with mild tem- 
peratures, 36 Greenbelt Golden 
Age Club members and friends 
boarded a bus to visit three 
sites of interest in the county. 
The November 19 trip was ar- 
ranged by the club’s adventur- 
ous travel leader, Jim Maher, 
who schedules monthly trips to 
local areas plus other special 
overnight tours to such places 
as New York Harbor, 
Williamsburg and the Missis- 
sippi River. 

The tour began with a visit 
to the Gianetti Architectural 
Sculpture Studio in Brentwood. 
Here, co-owner John Gianetti 
showed the group how architec- 
tural moldings, wall decorations 
and sculpted relief panels are 
made out of plaster or concrete 
mixtures poured into molds. A 
wide variety of molds and 
sculptured panels are scattered 
and hung about the two story 
building, the floors of which are 
covered with plaster dust. Some 
of the reliefs included United 
_ States seals, the Marine Corps 
emblem and the seal of the 
State of Virginia. 

The studio does work regu- 
larly for federal buildings in- 
cluding the U. S. Capitol and 
the White House. Giannetti 
tells about his having lunch at 
the White House—from a paper 
bag at their work site. But 
when he.and_other.workers 
asked for a glass of water, it 
was served in a crystal glass. 


Turning the Eagle 

Gianetti’s father, who immi- 
grated to this country and 
founded the business, claimed 
credit for turning the head of 
the eagle on the Presidential 
seal. According to his son, the 
elder Gianetti, now deceased, 
pointed out to staff members of 
Franklin Roosevelt, when he 
was doing a job for the White 
House, that the head of the 
eagle on the Presidential Seal 
faced to the left, the side on 
which the eagle holds arrows in 
its claw, rather than to the night, 
as it did on the U. S. Seal, 
where the eagle’s claw holds 
Laurel leaves. 

It was brought to Roosevelt’s

attention, who initiated action 
to have the seal changed. 
However, because of the 
President’s untimely death, it 


was not until Truman became 


President that the eagle’s head 
was officially turned. 

In a second building next 
door, Gianetti showed the 
Greenbelt group the studios of 
several artists associated with 
the studio. One of the sculptors 
using that studio is nationally 
known Ray Kaskey, who is now 
finishing a sculpture for the 
Prince George’s County 300th 
Anniversary to be located in 
Upper Marlboro. Kaskey is 
also one of the finalists, along 
with other associates, for the 
World War II memorial to be 
located on the mall in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The project receiving top 


priority at Gianetti’s studio ts - 


architectural sculpturing for an 
old church in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. The deadline for com- 
pleting this work is December 
5. The studio is currently short- 
handed due to the sudden ill- 
ness of Gianetti’s brother, Bob. 
A number of other family 


members are associated with 
the studio, including Gianetti’s 
son. 


Laurel Mill House 

After lunch at a Laurel res- 
taurant, the next stop for the 
Golden Agers was the Laurel 
Museum, just opened this year. 
This museum, which is located 
near the end of Main Street, is 
a restored mill house originally 
built to house workers at the 
nearby cotton mill which first 
obtained its power from the 
Patuxent River. The mill 
house, built in the 1840’s, 
originally housed four families, 
two on each of the two main 
floors. Each apartment had a 
living room and two small bed- 
rooms. They were heated by 
fireplaces in the living rooms 
and one of the bedrooms. Four 
kitchens were located in the di- 
vided basement, each with its 
own cooking fireplace. The two 
upper apartments did not have 
direct access to the basement, 
and the residents had to go out- 
side to get to it. On the other 
hand, the upper apartments had 
access to an unheated attic loft, 
where additional family mem- 
bers could sleep. 

Unlike the Greenbelt mu- 
seum, no effort has been made 
to refurnish the Laurel Museum

a typical family might have 
lived in the building. Instead, 
bedroom walls have been re- 
moved to provide larger display 
areas. The current display has 
to do with how the building 
was originally built and its his- 
toric restoration. When the 
City of Laurel acquired the 
property in the 1980’s, it was 
in a very dilapidated condition. 
Exhibits will change every six 
months. 


Dorsey Chapel 

The last tour site was 
Dorsey Chapel, located on 
Brookland Road in Glenn Dale. 
Brookland was a small black 
community and the chapel was 
their Brookland Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the site for 
most community activities. Lo- 
cated a little farther down

Brookland Road is the church 
cemetery, located on the site of 
an earlier church. 

The church ceased using the 
chapel when it merged with 
Perkins Chapel on Springfield 
Road (now the Glenn Dale 
United Methodist Church) in 
the 1970s because of its dwin- 
dling and always small mem- 
bership. In the ‘80s. the build- 
ing was about to de burned 
down, when abou. ten former 
members banded together to 
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Golden Agers Trek through 300

form the Friends of the Dorsey 
Chapel, and saved it from de- 
struction. 

The Friends later acquired 
the church property and deeded 
it to the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC). At 
that time the roof was partially 
collapsed and one side caved 
in. With grant funds and assis- 
tance from the MNCPPC, the 
96-year-old chapel has now 
been restored and was re-dedi- 
cated only last September. 

The chapel is one room, 
with the original altar sur- 
rounded by a restored altar rail. 


_The original pews have been 


restored and put back in place. 
There is a most interesting and 
different ceiling lighting fixture, 
also original. There were no 
bathrooms for the chapel, and 
the old outhouses were replaced 
with new ones. A visitors cen- 
ter and activity building now 
houses modern bathroom facili- 
ties for visitor’s use, something 
important to traveling senior 
citizens, 


Greenbelt Museum 

Because some of the group 
had not yet visited the 
Greenbelt museum, an unsched- 
uled stop was arranged to visit 
that facility, with Bernie McGee 
and Jim Giese serving as do- 
cents for the ten or so who 
needed that one last stop to 
complete their passports. As a 
result, a generous donation 
from the club’s travel fund was 
made to the museum.
